Obſervation, how ſtrangely the Battle of 
KRemellies had open d the Flood-gates of 
Flanders, and how our ManufaQtures flow d 
in; how our Goods riſe, our Poor are ſup- 
ply'd with Work, and our Clothiers made 
glad; and I inftanc'd in the Towns of Leeds, 
Halifax, Hutbersfield, Cc. in the Weft- 
Riding of Torkſhire 

Upon reading that Thought, it was a ve- 
ry vatuatl Queſtion put to me, by one that 
had more Wit than to want Information. 
Fray, ſays he, are there any Facobites or 
High»Flyers. in 1hcſe Towns? My Anſwer is 
ſhort, what there are there of thoſe Kind of 
Gentlemen, I ſhall not examine; but ſure- 
ly, if there are any there, and any of them 
concern'd in the ManufaQ ures, they muft 
be ſtrange People; they muſt fin againſt 
their Eye · ſight, and ſin agaiaſt their Inte- 
reſt, or they muſt immediately throw up 
the Cauſe, and acknowledge themſelves in 
the wrong» | 

Is it--poſhble” for any Manufafturer to 
wiſh; the French had not been beaten at 
Ramebies ; is it not to with the whole Ma- 
nufature ſunk again, the poor out of Work, 
and the Trade decay d; but above al), is it 
not to wiſh 15 per Cent. out of his own Poc - 
ket, and ſacrifize his Intereft to his Party 
Zeal ? : 

Not that I think tis much of a Novelty 
to find the Gentlemen of that Party act- 
ing againſt their own Intereſt 3 Tis evi 
dent they do th fo many ways, that it 
wou!d be endleſs to repeat, and they muſt 
be left to be told ſo by their Poſterity, or 
by their dear bought Experience, when tis 
coolate to repent, or ar leaft to remedy 
the Injury. 

But the Currency of Trade, the Revi- 
ving of ManufaQuring, the Riſe and De- 
mand of our Goods, theſe are ſuch convin- 
cing clinching Arguments, ſuch Home 
Thruſts at the Pretences of thoſe Gentle 


men, and they chop ſo into th: very Mouths 
of every plain ,Mechanick, that they mutt 
ſtand the bruat of being contradifted by 
the meaneſt of their Inferiours ; and if they 
perſiſt in arguing ſo vilidly againſt Fact, the 
Countrymen, who feel the pleaſing luflu- 
ence ia their conftant Advantages, will 
quickly learn to contemn them, and they 
will at laft be the Jeſt of the Nation, 

Tis evident now what we have been 
fighting tor; what we have paid ſuch Taxes 
tor 3 Victory will make us. full Amends, it 
will open the Doors of Trade, which have 
been ſhut by the War, and the Fluency of 
Trade would reftore to us the Circulation- 
of our Money, and raiſe the drooping Spi- 
rits of our diſcourag'd People. 

Ia the mean time bere's an Earneſt, and I 
give the Hint to remind our People, what 
the Joy will be, when one Victory more 
ſhall open the Spaniſh Trade to us? When 
the Encroachments of France ſhall no long- 
er tura the Channel of the South-Sea 
Wealth from Cadiz to St. Malo, fill the 
Spaniſh is eſt · indie: with Toys and French 
Trifles, inſtead of ſubſtantial Manufactures, 
and prevent that Flux of Bullion coming 
hither, which would fill us with Curcent 
Coin. 

What a ſtrange Kind of Creature is a 
Facobite , or rather a Higb- Flying Tory! 
that while he is a Member of the Common+ 
Wealth, an Engliſbma:, and above all a 
Manufacturer, that yet he ſhould not be 
mov'd by all theſe, to rejoyce at theſe Vi- 

Qtories That he ſhould nur laugh on 
doth ſides his Mouth, when the Triumphs 
of his Native Country have luch ſerious, 
ſuch viſible, aud ſuch very beneficial Effects, 
even in the neateſt and moſt weighty Con- 
cern of Trade.
